The federal government has more than 80 years 
experience in export trade promotion and every 
year helps hundreds of Canadian companies sell 
their products and services abroad. It does this 
through a number of different methods, many 
available at no cost to the companies involved. 
Note the emphasis on services as well as 
products... services, such as engineering and 
production know-how are an exportable commodity. 


Do you want to check out the foreign market 
potential for your services or products; to know 
more about tariffs or marketing techniques in a 
far-off country; to exhibit in an overseas trade 
fair; to bring potential buyers to Canada to see 
your plants and products? 


The department can help you in all these situa- 
tions ... and many more. This booklet tells you 
how. 


Export Marketing Is 
a Government 
Priority 


A significant percentage of Canada’s gross 
national product is dependent upon export activ- 
ity. To assist Canadian companies to exploit the 
export market, the department operates two 
major promotional programs: 


1 The Promotional Projects Program (PPP) where 
the federal department initiates, plans, selects 
the participants and implements each 
undertaking. 


2 The Program for Export Market Development 
(PEMD) where the initiatives must come from 
Canadian industry (either individually or in 
groups) and the department underwrites part of 
the cost. 


These separate but complementary programs are 
described in more detail on the following pages. 


As a regular part of its export services to 
Canadian industry, the department also offers 
the following assistance: 


1 Analysis of markets, opportunities and trends 
through the geographic branches and trade 
commissioner posts abroad. 


2 Market visibility with overseas customers 
through the facilities of the posts abroad, the 
trade sections in the regional offices across 
Canada and the federal commodity specialists 
in Ottawa. 


Companies that export have a great growth 
potential. Exporters are making good profits 
overseas and are improving their position at 
home through longer production runs, extended 
product life cycles, spreading of costs for equip- 
ment and research and development. 


Whether you manufacture farm equipment, 
machinery, consumer products or provide 
engineering or management consulting services, 
you should investigate the possibility of selling 
overseas. Get in on these new markets... let us 
help you get there. 
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Promotional 
Projects Program 
(PPP) 


This program includes a wide variety of trade 
promotional techniques within three general 
categories: trade fairs outside Canada, incoming 
and outgoing trade missions, and trade visitors 
(including incoming buyers). The total program is 
initiated by the department based on consulta- 
tion between industry sector branches in the 
Department of Regional Industrial Expansion 
(DRIE), trade commissioner posts abroad, and 
the industry itself. 


Trade Fairs Abroad 


The department sponsors and organizes partici- 
pation in trade fairs abroad by Canadian firms 
and co-ordinates the design, construction, erec- 
tion and operation of the exhibits. The objective 
is to give Canadians the opportunity to expose 
products or services to the business community 
and consumers in overseas markets. 


In recent years, emphasis has been on vertical 
international fairs with product and commercial 
specialization, aS opposed to horizontal fairs to 
which the general public is admitted. As a result, 
participation is usually limited to a specific 
industry sector. 


Solo Exhibitions abroad are undertaken by the 
department when it is felt that a special Cana- 
dian exposition in a foreign country will enhance 
Canada’s export position. 


In-Store Promotions may also be sponsored at 
point of sale for consumer products, and Sample 
Shows are held where appropriate. 


In every case, the department provides a com- 
plete exhibition service, the cost of which is 
shared with the participants. 
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Trade Missions 

Participation in department-sponsored trade 
missions is by special invitation of a minister or 
his delegate. Each trade mission has a clearly 
defined trade objective and members are 
selected to best attain that objective. One of the 
responsibilities associated with participation in 
outgoing missions is that the members will con- 
tribute to a report which is made available to the 
industry-at-large. 


Outgoing missions, often led by a minister or 
another senior official are organized to achieve 
special objectives such as the negotiation of 
trading agreements or reduction of trade bar- 
riers. Incoming missions usually serve as follow- 
ups to outgoing missions, or to improve contacts 
with potential foreign buyers. 


Some outgoing missions are highly specialized, 
focussing on a single industry or product group. 
In these cases, the department sponsors small 
groups of Canadian businessmen going abroad 
to conduct in-depth market reconnaissance or to 
examine foreign production technology. Some 
outgoing missions take the form of seminars in 
foreign countries to introduce specialized techno- 
logy or services available from Canada. 


Trade Visitors 


Under this segment of the PPP, the department 
invites influential foreign representatives from 
both business and government to examine Cana- 
dian products and industrial capability. Visits are 
also arranged to export-oriented trade fairs and 
exhibitions being held in Canada. 


Selection of Participants 


The decision on which companies are invited to 
participate in PPP projects is made within the 
department based on a number of criteria which 
reflect both the department’s objectives and the 
ability of the company to service the market. 
Your interest in export trade should be recorded 
with one of the Regional Offices of DRIE listed in 
this book. 


Program for Export 
Market Development 
(PEMD) 


The objective of the Program for Export Market 
Development is to help develop sustained 
exports of Canadian goods and services through 
industry-initiated activities. To this end, the 
department is prepared to make repayable con- 
tributions toward a company’s costs in develop- 
ing export business ... costs that otherwise 
might discourage such an attempt. 


The program is in several sections, each 
designed to deal most effectively with a particu- 
lar marketing problem in terms of the regions, 
products or services and techniques concerned. 
Section A Assists Canadians to compete for 
work on capital projects abroad. 

Section B- Assists Canadians in identifying and 
defining a potential export market 
opportunity. 

Section C Assists Canadians exhibiting in 
conventional trade fairs when the 
department does not have a group 
exhibit. 

Section D Assists Canadians to bring potential 
foreign buyers to Canada. 

Section E Assists Canadian companies to join 
together in consortia for export mar- 
keting purposes and is especially 
oriented toward small to medium- 
sized companies. 

Section F Assists Canadian companies to esta- 
blish a permanent presence in a 
foreign market. 

PEMD Food Assists in the development of the 
export of Canadian agricultural, 
fisheries and food products. 

PEMD Fish Assists in the development of export 
markets for Atlantic groundfish and 
herring and products derived 
therefrom. 
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Open to All With 
Export Capabilities 


The department’s trade promotion programs are 
open to all Canadian companies, from small to 
large, which have export capability and show a 
firm desire to expand their markets. They are for 
the company new to exporting... and for the 
established exporter who wishes to enter new 
markets. 


A computerized Business Opportunities Sourcing 
System (BOSS) is maintained by the Department 
of Regional Industrial Expansion as a guide for 
officials involved in directing foreign enquiries to 
Canadian companies including the Canadian 
trade commissioner posts abroad. Your company 
may be listed in this directory without charge, a 
listing that would indicate your company’s 
serious interest in developing Canadian exports. 
Application to be listed, while not a prerequisite 
for support from the department, is considered 
advantageous.
